Important  wheat  districts  of  China  experience  unfavor- 
able weather  for  development  of  crop.  Beneficial  rains  and 
snows  in  some  parts  of  north  China  were  partially  offset  by 
damaging  freezes;  in  others  insufficient  precipitation  re- 
ported. In  many  districts  of  Yangtze  Valley  excessive 
moisture  resulted  in  growth  considered  too  rank,  while  cold 
snowy  weather  retarded  development  in  the  Lower  Yangtze  Val- 
ley.

Argentine  wheat  moves  rapidly  into  export  trade 

The  wheat  market  tef  Argentina  has  been  featured  this  season  by  an 
exceptionally  rapid  export  movement  and  well  maintained  demand,  Agricul- 
tural Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus  reports  from  Buenos  Aires.     The  total  supply  of 
wheat  on  hand  December  1,  1936,  was  estimated  at  257,000,000  bushels.  With 
the  requirements  for  seed  and  other  domestic  utilization  deducted,  there 
remained  an  estimated  export  surplus  of  about  158,000,000  bushels.  Because 
of  heavy  shipments,  the  Government  estimated  that  on  February  27,  1937,  only 
88,331,000  bushels  remained  for  export. 

There  was  a  strong  European  demand  for  Argentine  wheat  even  before 
harvesting  operations  were  completed.     Exports  became  rather  large  in  De- 
cember and  increased  in  volume  through  January  and  February,  totaling  more 
than  70,000,000  bushels,   or  44  percent  of  the  estimated  surplus  for  export. 
About  34  percent  in  1929-30  was  the  next  highest  percentage  exported  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  recent  years. 

It  is  expected  that  wheat  exports  during  March  will  total  some 
29,000,000  bushels,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  available  for  export  to 
less  than  60,000,000  bushels.     This  rapid  movement  of  the  crop  has  result- 
ed   in  suggestions  as  to  the  advisability  of  restricting  exports  in  order 
that  domestic  millers  may  be  assured  of  adequate  supplies,  but  as  yet  no 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  Government. 

Japanese  wheat  market 

Prices  of  foreign  wheat  increased  somewhat  in  Japanese  markets 
during  February,  according  to  information  received  from  Consul  General 
Garrels  of  Tokyo  through  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.     No  interest  was  shown  in  United  States  wheat,   and  there  was 
no  prospect    of  immediate  purchases.     Domestic  wheat  and  flour  decline*., 
however,   as  a  result  of  inactive  flour  demand  both  for  home  consumption 
and  for  export.     Wheat  stocks  at  commercial  centers  were  reported  to  be 
below  average  for  March  1,  and  mills  were  relatively  inactive. 

Wheat  at  the  mill  on  March  1  was  quoted  as  follows,  import  duty 
and  landing  charges  included:     Western  White  No.  2,  $1,58  per  bushel; 
Canadian  No.  1,  $1.77,  No.  3,  $1.66;  Australian  $1.52;  Manchurian  $1.55 
per  bushel.     Domestic  standard  was  $1.22  per  bushel  and  Portland  wheat, 
c.i.f.  Yokohama,  $1.24,  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded.     The  whole- 
sale price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  March  1  was  $1.35  per  bag  of  49 
pounds,  c.i.f.  Dairen,  $1.17.

Corn  yields  uniformly  good  in  main  Argentine  zone 

The  1936-37  corn  crop  of  Argentina  is  characterized  by  uniformly 
good  yields  in  the  main  corn  zone  but  low  yields  on  a  large  outlying  acre- 
age,  it  is  reported  by  Agricultural  Attache  p.  0.  Nyhus  at  Buenos  Aires,  who 
estimates  the  total  crop  at  362,184,000  bushels  as  compared  with  392,483,000 
bushels  produced  in  1935-36.     (See  table  on  page  174.)     The  returns  from 
the  main  corn  zone,  while  above  average,  have  not  fulfilled  the  exceedingly 
bright  prospects  of  early  January  because  of  insufficient  rainfall  in 
January  and  February.     Some  of  the  crop  has  matured  too  rapidly,  and  late- 
planted  fields  are  not  promising.     This  is  particularly  true  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important 
corn-producing  areas  of  Argentina..     The  best  yields  were  realized  in  the 
southern  half  of  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe ,  where  it  is  estimated  that  about 
45  bushels  of  shelled  corn  per  a,cre  will  be  obtained  from  as  much  as 
3,000,000  acres.     The  crop  in  this  region  was  planted  rather  early  and 
therefore  was  not  greatly  affected  by  the  hot  dry  weather. 

In  Argentina  the  greater  part  of  the  corn  harvested  for  grain  comes 
from  the  so-called  main  corn  belt.     About  70  percent  of  the  total  outturn 
will  "be  obtained  this  year  from  about  40  percent  of  the  planted  acreage. 
From  40  to  50  percent  of  the  plantings  are  regularly  made  in  an  area  where 
adverse  weather  and  insect  pests  frequantly  prevent  the  harvesting  of  the 
crop  for  marketable  grain.     Some  of  these  fields  are  planted  merely  because 
a  cultivated  crop  is  needed  in  rotation,   to  clear  the  land  for  wheat,  or 
for  pa.stura.ge  purposes.

Japanese  imports  of  American  cotton  decline 

American  cotton  imports  into  Japan  continue  to  lose  ground,  ac- 
cording to  a  radiogram  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Owen  L. 
Dawson  at  Shanghai,  based  on  a  report  from  Vice-Consul  Tenney,  at  Kobe. 
American  imports  into  Japan  for  February  amounted  to  only  77,000  bales 
of  500  pounds  which  are  only  one- third  of  the  January  imports  and  are 
less  than  one-half  the  imports  for  February,  1935  and  1936.    For  the  6 
months  of  the  current  cotton  year  (September  to  February)  American 
imports  were  18  percent  below  those  of  the  corresponding  period  a 
year  ago  while  Indian  imports  were  58  percent  larger  and  imports  of 
other  growths  were  100  percent  above  the  same  period  of  the  preceding 
year.     The  principle  reason  given  for  the  decline  of  American  imports 
this  season  was  the  wide  price  disparity  between  American  and  other 
cotton,  particularly  Indian.     Other  reasons  given  for  the  smaller 
imports  were  difficulties  arising  from  the  shipping  strike  and  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  the  desired  high  quality  of  American  because 
of  its  extensive  use  in  the  United  States. 


Prices  of  Indian  cotton  during  the  month  of  February  declined 
somewhat  in  the  Japanese  market  while  American  prices  remained  firm. 
The  average  February  price  at  Osaka  for  American  strict  middling  was 
15.8  United  States  cents  per  pound  and  Indian  Akola  was  11  cents. 
Yarn  prices  in  Japan  have  continued,  to  decline  during  recent  weeks. 
The  average  February  price  of  yarn  at  Osaka  was  18.2  cents  per  pound.

During  February,  Japanese  mills  set  a  new  record  for  yarn  pro- 
duction,, totaling  329,750  bales  of  400  pounds  each.    Yarn  production  by 
Japanese  mills  from  December  through  February  have  broken  all  previous 
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records  for  any  3-month  period.     This  has  resulted  in  some  accumulation 
of  yam  stocks  in  Japan.     The  trend  of  increasing  the  production  of 
finer  count  yarn  and  decreasing  coarse  count  is  expected  to  continue. 
Cloth  exports  for  February  totaled  201,000,000  yards  compared  with 
211,000,000  yards  for  February  a  year  ago. 

The  curtailment  rate  of  the  Japanese  cotton  spinning  mills  for 
the  January-March  quarter  is  25  percent  plus  two  holidays  per  month.  The 
Cotton  Spinners  Association  have  agreed  that  the  curtailment  rate  during 
the  second  quarter,  April  to  June,  will  be  35  percent  plus  two  holidays 
per  month.

FHJITS,  VEGETABLES ,  AND  NUTS 
Consumption  of  fruit  in  the  United  Kingdom  high  in  1936 

Consumption  of  fruit  in  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  about  89 
pounds  per  person  in  1936  against  79.1  pounds  in  .1935  and  95.6  pounds 
in  the  record  year,  1934,  as  reported  in  the  Weekly  Fruit  Intelligence 
Notes  of  the  Imperial  Economic  Committee.    The  three  most  important 
fruits  entering  into  the  total  are  apples,  .oranges,  and  bananas.  In 
1936,  apples  made  up  32.9  percent  of  the  total,  oranges  24.8  percent, 
bananas  16.3  percent,  plums  8.2  percent,  pears  3.8  percent,  and  all  other 
14.0  percent.     Of  the  20,960  short  tons  of  fruit  consumed  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  1936,  about  one-third  was  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
two-thirds  imported.     The  increase  in  the  consumption  of  fruit  in  1936 
was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  increased  supplies  of  homegrown  apples 
and  plums . 

Shipments  of  fresh  vegetables  from  Mexican  west  coast  decline 

Exports  of  fresh  vegetables  from  the  west  coast  of  Mexico  through 
the  border  port  of  Nogales  during  the  last  2  weeks  of  February  consisted 
of  155  cars  against  249  cars  in  the  same  2  weeks  last  year,  and  298  cars 
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in  the  corresponding  period  of  1935,  according  to  a  comnnini cation  from  Thomas 
M.  Powell,  Vice  Consul  at  Nogales,  Mexico.     The  decline  in  shipments  was  prob- 
ably  due  to  low  prices  for  green  peppers  and  tomatoes  in  the  United  States  in 
early  February  and  frost  damage  to  crops  in  Mexico. 

Total  exports  through  the  port  of  Nogales  from  the  "beginning  of  the 
season  in  November  to  the  end  of  February  amounted  to  1,017  cars  against  963 
in  the  same  months  of  1935-36  and  1,143  cars  in  1934-35.     The  1,017  cars  ship- 
ped so.  far  this  season  have  been  made  up  of  644  cars  of  tomatoes,  238  cars  of 
green  peas,  85  cars  of  green  peppers,  and  50  cars  of  mixed  vegetables. 

Mexican  shippers  have  had  good  returns  on  green  pea  shipments  but  have 
lost  money  on  tomatoes  and  green  peppers.    Prices  of  these  vegetables  rose  in 
the  last  part  of  February  and  shippers  expected  to  recoup  some  of  their  ear- 
lier losses,   states  Mr.  Powell,     A  gradual  increase  in  tomato  exports  from' 
the  west  coast  of  Mexico  was  expected  to  occur  during  March  with  shipments 
reaching  a  peak  in  the  latter  part  of  April  or  the  first  part  of  May.  Green 
pea  shipments  will  probably  cease  by  the  end  of  March.     Shipments  of  green 
peppers  should  maintain  a  steady  level  for  several  weeks.     Growing  conditions 
were  excellent  during  the  last  part  of  February.
